Barley 
W hat do you think about rais­ 
ing some barley, aa a part of the 
sm all grain crop, in a general 
system 
of 
liv estock 
fanning ? 
T hat is a question I hav e been 
ask ed many times. 
I hav e tried 
to get the answer from folk s in 
the corn belt who raise barley. I 
hav e found sev eral of these men 
and most of them tell me tha t it 
has a place In this system of farm 
organization. 
J. C. Fawley and son H arry of 
Buford, Ohio raised four acres 
last year that made 135 bushels 
and it ripened early in June, so 
tha t it could be combined and used 
as a part of the grain ration for 
hogs, almost a month before the 
w’heat crop was ready to cut. They 
mixed it ’’50-50" with ground com 
in the self feeder for hogs. It Is 
higher in protein than w-heat, and 
is v ery good as a part of the ra­ 
tion for dairy cattle. 
I was on another com belt farm 
where the yield was good but n6 t 
as good as it would hav e been if 
the stand had been better.

m an think s it will pay to sow two 
and one half bushels per acre. In­

One objection to raising barley 
is the awns or beards, aa they are 
commonly 
called, but lf you com­ 
bine the crop this is not a serious 
objection.

ONB DAT,’Abraham was abu 
ting in front of his tent enjoying 
what shade he could get then 
from the shadow of the tent as 
the day was hot. Coming toward 
him were three men, and Abra­ 
ham must have recognised that 
they were no ordinary visitors. It 
Is customary in the Orient for a 
man to greet visitors by first 
falling to his knees In front of 
them, then touching his forehead 
to UM ground. Abraham did this, 
and also hastened into the tent, 
told his wife, 8arah, to take three 
measures of fine meal and make 
cakes of them. 
Tou notice we spell his name 
Abraham now, whUe last week we 
speiled it Abram. God had mi­ 
tered into a covenant with him 
and told him that his name should 
no more be celled Abram, but 
Abraham. 
Abraham also ran to his herd 
and caught a calf and gave it to 
a young man to have it killed and 
dressed for a feast. He took but­ 
ter (curdled milk) and milk, and 
when the feast was ready he 
served it to the three men under 
an oak tree, “and they did eat." 
One of these men was the Lord, 
for the account speaka of “them." 
or “the men.” and sometimes “the 
Lord said.” On thia occasion "they 
said” to Abraham, “Where la 
8arah. thy wife?” Abraham said 
Hie was in the tent Then He (the 
Lord) said He would return again 
and that Sarah should have a ton. 
Sarah was listening inside the 
tent, and she could not help laugh­ 
ing inside herself to think that she, 
an old woman, could have a son. 
Nothing Too Hard for God 
"Why doe* she laugh?" the 
Lord asked Abraham. “Is any­ 
thing too hard for the Lord?” At 
thia Sarah denied that she had 
laughed. She did not have the 
courage t i acknowledge her fault, 
tor it-waa a lack of faith that had 
made her laugh, and when she was 
found out, she was afraid. 
The three men then rota and 
started toward the wicked cities 
of Sodom and Gomorrah, and 
Abraham went with them for a 
way. 
“And the Lord said. Shall I hide 
from Abraham.that thing which 
I do. seeing that Abraham shall 
surely, become a great and mighty 
nation, and .all the nations-of the 


earth shall be blessed in him?"), 
Then the Lord told Abraham 
that he was planning to destroy 
those cities because they were so 
very wicked. Now Lot, Abraham’s 
nephew whom he loved, lived in 
Sodom, and Abraham said, "Wilt 
Thou also destroy the righteous 
with the wicked? Peradventure 
there be fifty righteous within the 
city: wilt Thou also destroy and 
not spare the place for the fifty 
righteous therein? That be far 
from Thee to do after this man­ 
ner, to slay the righteous with the 
wicked: and that the righteous 
should be as the wicked, that ba 
far from Thee: Shall not the 
Judge of all the earth do right?” 
The Lord answered that if he 
found fifty within the city that 
were righteous He would not de­ 
stroy it. 
Emboldened by his success, 
Abraham suggested that there 
might not be fifty, but forty-five 
that were good, and the Lord 
promised to spare the city for the 
forty-five.

Pleads for Thirty 
“Oh. let not the Lord be angry," 
•aid Abraham, “and I will apeak: 
Peradventure there shall be thirty 
found there. And He caid, I will 
not do it lf I find thirty there.” 
Abraham next suggested that 
there might be twenty good men 
in the city, and got the Lord's 
promise that it would not be de­ 
stroyed if there were that many. 
And finally he asked the Lord not 
to be angry, but lf there were only 
ten good, would He spare it for 
their sake? and the Lord gave His 
promise. 
“And the Lord went Hts way, aa 
soon as He had left communing 
with Abraham, and Abraham re­ 
turned unto his place ” 
We know, of course, that God 
would not have destroyed the 
cities, even if Abraham had not 
Interceded, and that He led Abra­ 
ham on to plead with Him, show­ 
ing the Lord how good and coura­ 
geous was this man. Eventually, 
when the cities were destroyed 
four people were saved. Lot, 
whom Abraham loved, his wife 
and two daughters. Who know* 
what we may do for our loved 
ones by interceding for them aa 
Abraham pleaded for those who 
might be righteous in the cities of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, especially 
his beloved nephew?

Farming in Southern Ohio 
BT THOMAS E. BEERY 


Barley 
What do you think about rail­ 
ing some barley, as a part of the 
small grain crop, in a general 
system 
of 
livestock 
farming? 
That is a question I have been 
asked many times. I have tried 
to get the answer from folks in 
the com belt who raise barley. I 
have found several of these men 
and most of them tell me that it 
baa a place in this system of farm 
organization. 
J. C. Fawley and son Harry of 
Buford, Ohio raised four scree 
last year that made 135 bushels, 
and it ripened early in June, so 
that it could be combined and used 
as a part of the grain ration for 
hogs, almost a month before the 
wheat crop was ready to cut. They 
mixed it “50-50” with ground cora 
in the self feeder for hogs. It is 
higher in protein than wheat, and 
la very good aa a part of the ra­ 
tion for dairy cattle. 
I was on another cora belt farm 
where the yield was good but n6t 
as good aa It would have been if 
the stand had been better. Thia 
man thinks it will pay to sow two 
and one half bushels per acre, in­ 
stead of a bushel and three 
.fourths as he did. 
One objection to raising barley 
la the awns or beards, as they are 
commonly called, but if you com­ 
bine the crop this la not a serious 
objection. 
The Urns to tow it is about the 
same aa for wheat, so it can fol­ 
low the cora crop.

If you are having trouble to get 
wheat to show up on the right 
aide of the book, try raising some 
barley next year, or you might 
try Winter oats, lf you are aouth 
of the oat* belt.

Solving the Bat Problem 
That’a hard to do, when they 
get well established on a farm, 
but if you have plenty of cats, and 
keep the stored grain and hay 
crops up off of the ground, so that 
the cats and dogs can get under 
them, you can prevent moat rat 
trouble*, a very successful cora 
belt farmer just told me. 
He says he doesn't like to use 
rat poison, but he doe* use some 
that his county agent recommend­ 
ed, that is not poisonous to any­ 
thing but rats. He finds that it la 
eaten readily if it is put on sar­ 
dines. 
When the rats get bad on thia 
man’s farm, he feeds his rats aa 
regularly as he does his hogs, and 
he say* that it pays him well to 
do It.

A 
very successful corn 
belt 
fanner report* checking all of 
his corn but one field thia year, 
and the fox tail surely damaged 
it, he said. He is of the opinion, 
that over a period of years, you 
will raise more checked corn than 
if you drill it, for you have bet­ 
ter control of the weeds, and they 
are a limiting factor in corn pro­ 
duction. 
This man thinks, too, that it 
will pay to check corn, if for no 
other reason than to have clean 
ground for the wheat seeding, lf 
you have ever tried to get a good 
seed bed for wheat in a grassy 
corn 
field, you can 
appreciate 
what he said. 
Moat farmers are agreed that 
if you have a grassy corn field 
that tho thing to do is to keep 
the discs vary sharp, and to cut 
it up. right where It grows, so it 
won’t “bunch up” when you try 
to drill your wheat.

Herald C. Clark, Beaman, Ohio 
RFD recently showed me a pic­ 
ture of some unusual corn that 
was taken from different fields of 
hybrid cora cm his farm. Some of 
the ends of the ears had two 
branches and some had three. 
Did you know that cora was 
originally a forked plant and that 
it was not unusual to have many 
tillers on a stalk, with a small 
ear on the end of them where you 
expect to see the tassel; and many 
of the ears forked? 
We’ve gone a long way im­ 
proving our cora, and 
plant 
breeders say we ar 3 just getting 
well started. 
We can expect com with high­ 
er protein yield In the future, and 
varieties for special purposes, I 
am Informed. Then we may have 
some strains that will resist corn 
borers, already numerous in some 
parts of the cora belt 
I might add that the damage 
expected from the cora borer is 
not as great as was anticipated, 
a few years ago. I was on a cora 
belt farm this week, where there 
were some com borers In the 
early varieties, but they hadn’t 
done very much damage, and were 
not In the late varieties at all. Ws 
need to be on our guard about the 
corn borer, though, and not take a 
frightened ostrich attitude toward 
it, and stick our heads in the 
sand, as it were, and ignore IL

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LOANS TO STUDENTS 
M 
OST people may not know it, but Con­ 
gress has just appropriated $5,O R ­ 
OCIO for loans to college students within the 
next 12 months. These loans will be made 
through colleges and universities to stu­ 
dents who have completed two years of 
training in engineering, physics, chemis­ 
try, medicine, and 
“such other technical 
and 
professional 
fields 
as 
the 
chair­ 
man 
of 
the 
War 
Manpower 
Com­ 
mission may determine are necessary in 
connection with the war effort.” 
The loans go to students who agree 
in writing to participate, until otherwise 
directed, in courses approved by the War 
Manpower Commission, and who further 
agree to engage, for the duration of the 
war, in sucli employment as the commis­ 
sion may direct, 
lf the student is drafted 
before completing his course, the loan will 
be canceled; otherwise it must be repaid 
with two and one-half percent interest. 
There is one of the wisest bits of legis­ 
lation that the present Congress has pass­ 
ed. 
Many students have been unable to 
take Summer courses because they must 
ram money. Surveys have shown that at 
various state universities as many as 70 to 
90 percent of the male students cam 
a 
large part of their tuition expenses by Sum­ 
mer work. 
If they are relieved of these 
financial burdens, 
they can 
concentrate 
on studies important for the war effort. 
With modifications, these loans to college 
students might be continued in peace time. 
Any measure that adds to popular educa - 
tion, is increasing the national assets.

Merry-Go-Round

SECOND FRONT IS HERE 
rASHINGTON— Much we may hate to 
W admit it, any candid appraisal of the 
war must recognize that the Second Front 
today, instead of being in France, Belgium 
or Holland, actually is off the Virginia 
(apes. 
It stretches just a 
few miles off our 
coast from New York and the Oil-stained 
Jersey beach resorts to 
Cape Hatteras, 
Miami, the Gulf of Mexico and the Carib­ 
bean— where hundred of ships have been 
sunk in the greatest marine graveyard in 
history. Along this Second Front one part 
of our Navy is held “frozen”, thus prevent­ 
ing its participation in the convoying of 
troops and supplies to Britain. 
And along 
that front so many merchant ships have 
been sunk that the problem of sending an 
American army to England is doubled and 
quadrupled. 
Thus, we cannot escape the fact that 
up to now— and even though the shipping 
losses have been reduced a bit — Hitler 
has successfully prevented us from estab­ 
lishing our Second Front in Europe by es­ 
tablishing his second front at our front 
door. 
It is to get at the root of these submar­ 
ine disasters, and try to help remove Hit­ 
ler’s Second Front from our own coastal 
waters that these articles are written. 
First let it be said that though the 
Navy has made plenty of mistakes, it faces 
thousands of miles 
of coast line, deep 
water and a tougher job than the British. 
Also it faces a problem which few peo­ 
ple realize — the expert espionage in­ 
formation supplied to Nazi submarines by 
Nazi agents in the Americas. 
And as long as Nazi submarines know 
in advance where to lie in wait for a ship, 
no navy, no matter how good, can be en­ 
tirely effective.

less powder; coal tar solvents like 
toluol, used in making TNT, and 
chlorine, an intermediate in the 
processing of war gas and smoke 
screen materials.

nearly

billion 
pounds of soybean oil will be pro­ 
duced, an increase of about 50 
percent over production of last 
year when 464.000,000 pounds of 
this oil went into industrial pro­ 
duction of such products as vege­ 
table shortening, oleomargarine, 
soap, paint and varnish, linoleum, 
and oil cloth. 
The Ohio soybean crop has In­ 
creased manyfold in the last dec­ 
ade. 
In 1941, the crop covered 
674,000 acres in the state, pro­ 
ducing 13,143,000 bushels of the 
beans with a cash value of |12,- 
375,000.

range in a belt from Iowa through 
Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, and In 
production, these states rank in 
the same west-to-east order.
